In the book Professor Fodorski by Robert Lewis Taylor, the ex¬ 
periences of an immigrant college professor, Professor Fodorski, are 
portrayed. Landing in New York, the professor runs into many hilar¬ 
ious difficulties trying to adjust to the American customs and Eng¬ 
lish language. As the story progresses, Fodorski finds himself a sub¬ 
stitute in a small, southern Baptist College. There this stumbling 
foreigner develops an outlandish interest in football with varied re¬ 
sults. As an assistant coach of the football team, appointed by the 
team, Fodorski helps solve many problems. The following selection 
is taken from Chapter 12. 

“It may be necessary to use a slide rule,” said Professor Fodorski, 
speaking in the early dawn of the No. 3 practice field.

Former Apache Bill Bales 
Makes Good At University 

Ex-student Bill Bates has made himself 
well-known for his art plus many other 
talents. He is a senior at the University of 
Texas and is now a cheerleader for the 
Longhorns. 

The following is an article written about 
him which appeared in a Houston paper.

“A bullheaded man and a red¬ 
headed boy have teamed up on a 
new angle to the old working-your 
way-through-college routine. 

“After bulling through one year 
of college, the red headed boy/ Bill 
Bates of Tyler plans to try the 
scheme again this fall. 

“The bullheaded man who is 
putting Bates through school is his 
own creation—a cartoon mascot of 
the University of Texas. 

“Bates originated the character 
soon after arriving on the Univer¬ 
sity campus last year. He wanted 
a character that would be easily 
recognized as a Texas student. As 
this symbol he struck on “Bevo.” 

“Bevo has been a traditional 
Texas Longhorn mascot— off and 
on—since 1916. The first Bevo was 
humiliatingly branded by the Ag¬ 
gies, served to a victorious Long¬ 
horn football team, honored by 
having his head hung in Gregory 
Gym, and again humiliated when 
the Aggies sawed his horns off. 

“Bates, impressed with Bevo’s 

gallant service to the University, 
readily adapted him as his cartoon 
symbol, giving him a man’s body 
so that he could work into real life 
situations and still carry out the 
ideal of a mascot.

“Bates complied, showing Bevo 
struggling with exams, housemoth¬ 
ers, the university housing short¬ 
age, and especially university foot- 
t:.ll rivals. 

“But drawing for the Daily Tex¬ 
an was taking up a lot of his time, 
and giving him no pay. Bates de¬ 
cided to look for a job as an artist. 

“Bevo pulled the trick. Taking 
his cartoons and other art works as 
examples, Bates got a job with 
an Austin publishing firm. He paid 
for his first year at the University 
by designing, invitation, illustra¬ 
ting programs, and drawing news¬ 
paper layouts, making as much as 
$300 a month. Besides this, he 
donated his services as staff car¬ 
toonist to the Texas Ranger, stu¬ 
dent magazine, and the Daily Tex¬ 
an. 

“Bates” most recent achievement 
brought national recognition of his 
ability. He designed a poster pub¬ 
licizing the Catholic Pilgrimage to 
Rome last summer. It was dis¬ 
tributed throughout the United 
States, Mexico and Canada. 

“Bates wants to work on a mag¬ 
azine or in the advertising field 
when he finishes college.

In -the meantime the Tyler- 
ites will play Compton tomorrow 
night at Rose Stadium. 

Wharton is reported to have a 
very good team and are ranked 
as number one junior college team 
in the nation. They have played 
several teams which the Redskins 
have met and have defeated them 
sometimes by a larger score than 
that the Apaches made. 

The Rose Bowl game will be 
played next Saturday night at 
8:00 p.m. at the Rose Stadium. 

Tomorrow night will see two of 
the nation’s top teams clash at 
Rose Stadium. A game which 
should run a close second to the 
Apache-Ranger tilt will match the 
Compton Tartars of Compton, 
California, against the TJC football

The Tartars are scheduled to 
arrive this afternoon by plane, 
giving themselves a day to rest 
before game time at 7:30 tomorrow 
night. 

The Tartars are a powerful 
team and few teams can beat 
them. 

They will bring 47 gridders to 
Tyler, and out in California they 
are considered first class. 

The coaching staff is large and 


experienced. An advisory back- 
field coach and former all-Ameri¬ 
can from Michigan is Tommy Har¬ 
mon. Their regular full time staff 
includes head coach Tay Brown, 
an all-American from Southern 
California; end coach Chuck Wil¬ 
liams, and Harry Ritcho former 
all-American guard at Colgate. 

Star performer for the Cali¬ 
fornians is Carl Williams, one of 
eight Negro squad members. Wil¬ 
liams weighs only 145 pounds and 
runs like a flash. He is one of 11 
lettermen from last years team, 
whose ony loss was to the Black 
and Gold. Williams is also a native 
Texan and attended a Negro high 
school in Dallas. . 

The Tartars will be lacking m 
weight as they clash against the 
Apaches. Their defensive line 
averages 200 pounds while the 
Apaches is 207. The offensive line¬ 
up is even lighter with 184 
pounds as the average weight. 

The Tartars have met the 
Apaches twice. The first time was 
in the first Texas Rose Bowl when 
they won 20-19 and the second 
being last year when Tyler flew 
to Compton and smashed the Tar¬ 
tars 28-14, knocking them from the 
throne as king of JC football. 

Tomorrow night’s game will be 
well worth your time as these two 
top teams meet.
